Oil Must Ba Extracted to Mine* It 
Equal ta Stable Product. 
The department of agriculture re 
celves from trucker* and gardeners 
many requests In regard to the value 
of street sweepings as fertilizer. 
The collections from sweepings con­ 
sist chiefly of animal manures, trash 
and small particles of paving materi­ 
als, and at the present time. .when the 
use of power vehicles Is so extensive 
they also contain a percentage of oily 
matter. 
Experiments were made to test I he 
effects of the sweepings on crops. Good 
stable manure was also used in order 
that a comparison might be made. 
lit 
almost every case the sAveeplngs p r o v ­ 
ed to be beneficial. 
The effect of the 
stable manure, however, was much 
greater. 
It w’us thought that the oil contained 
In the sweepings might affect their 
fertilizing properties. In order to study 
this point the oil was extracted and its 
effect on plant growth was tested. 
In 
every case it proved harmful. 
The 
sweepings from which it had been ex­ 
tracted were next tested. 
In this ens** 
the growth was about equal to that 
caused by the stable manure. In other 
words, street sweepings from which 
the oil has been extracted are prac- 
tically equal to stable manure iii fer 
tilizing value. 
If some method could 
be discovered whereby the oil could 
be economically extracted street sweep­ 
ings, on account of their comparatively 
loV cost, should constitute a valuable 
source of fertilizer to the trucker and 
farmer.—Country Gentle rn a n

War debt began with the nineteenth 
century. 
Not antu the establishment 
of constitutional government had na 
tlons any credit In the world of finance. 
The bond of a king was notoriously 
bad security. 
Since 1800 the war debts of the na­ 
tions have grown by leaps and bounds. 
That of Europe as a whole amounts to 
more than $26,000,000,000 and interest 
at the rate of $1,150,000,000 per year. 
All these “endless caravans of ciphers’ 
represent sums which have never been 
paid, will never be paid, can never be 
paid, so long as the present system of 
national armament goes on. 
At the present rate of expenditure 
the four countries of Germany, France, 
Great Britain and the United States 
will spend in the next forty years, the 
life of one generation, for the support 
of armies and navies an amount suffi 
dent to build 20,000,000 country aud 
village houses at an average cost of 
$2,500 each. 
With father, mother and four chil­ 
dren in each of these houses they 
would furnish homes for 120,000,000 of 
people, which is more than the total 
present population of these four coun­ 
tries living in villages and the open 
country. 
Thus the fear of war is consuming 
the homes of the rural and village pop­ 
ulation of these great nations in a sin­ 
gle generation.—Albany Tlmes-Union.
